THE REMOLUTIONS,

The Business Committee reported a serics of
rosolutions, which, 20 far as adepted by the
Qonvention, 1 mve below.

The colored citizens of New York State In
“Convention mssembled o % bheir opinions in
form of resolutions as follows:—

Resotved, The elective tranchise in this republio s
not & ghit, but & right belonging to all native-born
men ; that birth in the eountry is 1he only lcgittmate
test o1 fitness (o exorcise hat right ; that whon native-
Lorn men are deprived of its exercise, it 18 not to be
bestowed but restored.

Resoloed, Ihat the colored proplo of the State re.

rd the dlagse In the Stace Constituilon uns
ust 10 them, and contrary to republican forms of
wovernn ent, on the prinéiple that the right to decreo
& property gqualification of $250 jpyures the ngnt to
decres n property quahflcation of u larger amount,
and=o 10 ineredse it as to piace ropubitoan fnsalu.
tions at the merey of tho few lan proprietors,
and 10 croate thereby a landed aristocracy.

Kesoived, That 1he mon who are sflboted by the
Lawn moulﬁ ve the right of saying who shall make
thoee laws, exoopt they have forieited the right py

arime,

Resolved That the elaim we make is for impartial
aupfirage, and that the duty of tho Republiean and
Democratio puities of the State 1s to aseist us by
«very means in their power, The first, or Repub-
lican party, spe it projesses to base all its action
upon the Declaraiion of Independence, which snys
that “All men sre creatod (politically ) equal.” And
tle otuer, the Demooratic party, because it prolesses
to belipve fully in the Jefferscnian dootrine of
¢« igqual and exnct justice to all men."”

Keaolved. That gs & eans to secme sald support
and for other purposcs, we appoint u state Contral
Commitiee of twenty-flve, who shall interrogate
canaidates tor office, aud otherwise ocarry out the
lettor and epirit of thia serles of resolutions, and
which committee shall, in addition, seck to mass
the voles of the colored people to accord with the
ppirit of these resolutions. That this eommitice
tiave power 1o fill auy vacaney in thoir number, and
to appoint us wany seb-cominittecs as may be ne
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livsoived, That a committee be appointed to drait
ana publish immedmioly an address to the oo ored

eople of the State i rererence to the secunng
Eh.en- political rights; the rupport of schools; the
honest nequisition of money, trades, and laod, and
the responmtnlities lmd upon every colored man in
the pre.ent juneture of natonal and State affurs,

Resoloed, { this Convention tenders jts heart-
f¢'t ihanks to the soldiers of the war, und especially
to their immediate representatives, the eolored mon;
that they p'edge to them every eftort to obtain thom
a 1ull recognition of the rights whioch they fought to
secure; that we'spprove oi the offort to keep up the
miintary knowledge ac?mred. and believe that as
citiwen soldiers they will honor us a8 they honored

us when soldiers in the field.
Resoloed, That we heartil'y .p:irom of the pro-
pored convention of colored soldiers and lors

called to me t in Philadelphin, January 8,1 857, to
BeouTe tu.l'l-aeootnmlm by ihe Government of the
eouniry, that we appoiut & commtiee of five
members of this Convention to moet with and expross
to them our congrafu'a ions,

The above constitutes the f|::l|v.l.l’on:n of the
Convention. The remainder of the resolutions
are simply of a business characler, and provide
for the publication of five thousand copics of
the address of the Convention to be made to
the colored people of the State, and the distri-
bution ot live thonsand copies of a second ad-
dress to be issuvd to the Democratic and Repub-
lican puities of the Btate,

The evening seselon was opened with prayer,
and permission was granted ex-Senstor Andrew
J. Colvin (white), of Albauy, to ndd ress the Con-
vention, He spoke chiefly in relation to the
rejection of Miss Susan Anthony from a partici-
paney in the procecdings,

AMUSING BCENES IN THE CONVENTION.

On the coming up of the question, last even-
ing, a& to ihe admission of Miss Sussn B, An-
thony to a full Pmuci wbion in the counsels of
the body, Mr. Peyton Harris, ol Buffalo, who is
a plump, jolly, rotund, grey-‘heaﬂad colored in-
dinidual, sged of copsiderable imitative
power, but few fdeas and less language, uroce
and said, amid shouts of laughter—*"Mr. Speaker,
1, as one ot the vice-presidents of this great con-
vention of colored folks of the great State of
New York, the Empire State of the world, can-
not go for to go the admission of the lady into
the ggd of this convention. (Cheers, and im-
moderate langhter.) Now, gemmen, you all am
aware that I bab o great affection for the ladies,
both black and white, but we must not do any-
thizg here to disgrace our ?roceerllngs. which I
am of opinion we shall do if we admit any white
trash into this meeting,” (Great sepsation ana
cries of “Mr, Harris, me am up."z

Mr. Harrls (to the President, feelingly)—""My
time aint up yet. 1 was to have ten minutes,
wnd shall not retire from this position until my
ten minutes am expired,” _

The' President—*'You are right, Mr, Harris,"

Mr. Harris (from the President's stand ) —**Mr,
Epeaker, I was going to observe when | was dis-
turbed by those gemmen down there, who will
pever standupon the platform upon which I
now stand upon, and whence 1 take a sensible
view of them, and mensure them for all they
are worth, that I was opposed to the admission
of Miss Anthony to these here deliberations,
She may be a very good woman, & very talented
Woman, & very spicy woman, s very eloquent
woman, & very jejune woman, a very friendly
woman to our cause, but she can’t come in bere,
and I raise my volce against it from this ele-
vated' place—(gensation)—as one of the pre-
siding officers of this meeting."”

Whereupon Mr, Harps subsided, to be fol-
lowed by Mr. Myers, who =aid:—''Mr, Pre.
sident—1 am n fof® in favor of the unqualified,
immediate, nnquestioned, and everlusting ad-
misslon of women to this and all other conven-
tions of our people, This is not all; [ want
women, both white and black, to unite with us
and help save our cause snd the country. We
must not deny to others what has always been
denied to us. I am in fuvor of the admission ot
Indians and Indianesses, if they can help Lo lor-
ward our eause, 1 am opposed to the lust gen-
tleman who spoke, and | want to tell him that
negroes uever go backwards, I never kmew
only two to run away, and they were W ard and

an, one of whom is upon thit platformn there
as one of the Viee-Presidents of this Conven-
tion. Miss Anthony must be let in. That's my
voice and vole,”

WHICH PARTY THE NRGROPE WILL VOTE WITI

defense of constitutional government, the only
psfeguard of our common 1 ies,

o, too, have saored memmories of our dornrlnd
brave, whoso mangled forms are mingled witn the
toll of many a battle-field, whereon they died, fight-
g benenth tho starry flag, whose folds now proudly
wave supreme througiout the land, These sears,
these mutilations, and these momorios, irreleagible
proofe of manhood's moblesi duty tally done, and
pledges for its futme perforthance, bemg impre.
seriptibly ours, and our [noonmraty'u forever, do bat
bind us the more firmly the rest of our tellow-
citizens for whom and with whom we have stiug-
gled, endured, and trivmphed,

As native-born Americans, we foel it to beo our
duty to act as goldlers in war, a8 native-born Amori-
cans, we belleve it 1o be our nﬂn {0 net as oitizens,
in peace; not only m obeyping tho laws, but niso by
co-operating, i hrough appointed instrumentalities,
in makmg them, For we balieve that governmenta
nare instituted among men for the preservation o
individunl rights, and derive their just power from
the content of the governed, Wo hold with Mon-
terquien_1hat “in a free state every man who is
supposed to be a (ree agent ought to bo concernod
in bus own government; therefore, the legislative
power should realde in th ) whole body of the people
or their representatives ;" and wejallirm tant gooioby
oun nemther justly ignore our rights, nor absolyve
g from our duties,

Coming togethor, therefore, on this ocension to
consult as to what moeasures are best osloulated to
further the varied intorests of Afcy thousand of your
population—five thousand five bundred of whom
went torth to battle in defense of the Union, and
filve 1housand of whem are voters, notwithstanding
the barsiers ereoted apain<t them in the shaps ot
disennminative constitutionsl requircments, alike ab-
surd and injurious—we deem it our duty to make
this solemn appeal in their bebhall, to those of our
fellow-citizens in whom the law of the State virta-
ally vests a monopoly of 1ts nights and immunitics,
and to nsk of you. as o measure of justice, to remove
the hindrances which partial lepisiation hns thrown
in the way of our progress and development,

Fellow-eitizons of the Empire state, your Consti-
turion nflirms that **We, the people oLthe State of
New York, erateful to Almighty Go#™or our lree-
dom, in order to secure its blessinga, do estanlish
this Constitution.'" Wea thereforo wontd urge you,
irrespective of party, o manife:t your gratitude to
God, and your appreciation of the inviolable ohar-
acter of the freodom He has bestowed upon you,
by no longer withholdieg from us a full aod froe
participation Inits blessinus,

We c¢harge you, betore Him whose name you
invoke, that to deprive any citizon of the Stato, of
lnwiul age, of souud mund, and unconvicled of
crime, of the right to vote, s a vio'ntion ol the car-
dinal principle of the American thoory of govern.
ment and subversive of 1ts existence. Fellow.citi-
rzens, your Constitution provides (article thirtoen,
section two) thatr, “At the general election to be
beld m the year 1866, and in each twentioth year
thercalter, the guestion, ‘Shall there be a Conven-
tion to revise the Constitution and amond the same?’
thall be decided by the ¢'ectors qualified to vote for
members of the Lerislaiure, *”

Y ou are, therelors, about to be called on (o declde
whother ssid Couvention, for the purposes specitled,
ghall be held; and as wo are deop.y interested In
our decigion, wo wou d entroat you by your volos
o cause {hat Couvention to be held. We are
aware that there are ofher reasons why o revi-
gion and amendment of our sState Coostitution at
this time 18 desirable ; reasons wlich, re ating as thoy
do to the better rogufnuﬂu of our metropolitan Gov-
ernment, and the pureradminstration of justics, we
appreciate as of the hichest importanes Lo the gene-
ralpweul; gtill the intercst of the fifty thousaud
whom we represent, depending upon the opportu-
nity which will thus be afforded ol restoring to ns
an cqual participation in the rights aud immuniries
ol citizenship, is paramount to every other present
conslderation, In the event of its being mads: o
party question, it alone will dotermine how the votes
which we now posséss shall be cast,

1o conclusion, fellow-citizons, we would say that
we have endeavored lo address you, not as parti-
sans, but as patriots, as

everyday attire, went to breakfnst, Each com-
plained of beiog seriously ill, and neither could
gat, The husband was compelled almost im-
medistely to retire to bed, and in a few minutes
Lis wife followed him., A physician was sent
for, who, upon arriving in the sick chamber,
and after examination of the patienls, pro-
notunced their disense the cholera. Tmmadinte
attention was given to them, but doring the da,
they continued o grow worse, sod at 430
o'clock the husbaond died. His body was re
moved to an adjoining room. His wife was
glso in n collapsed condition, and st 8:300'clock
she too followed ber husband into the dark
valley of the shadow of death. The hridegroom
and hride were robed in their wedding elothes,
and on Tuesday wore buried4n the same grave.

United States Military Roads—Report of
Brovet Brigadier-General D, €. MeCal-
lam, Direotor and General
from 1802 Lo 18G6.

In February, 1862, when General McCallum
was appointed by General Order of the War De-
partment Milliary Director and Superintendent
of Ratlroads in the Uniled States, “with autho.
rity to enter upon, take posseesion of, hold and
use all rmlroads, engines, cars, locomotives,
equipments, appendages, and appurienances
that may be required for the transport of Lroops,
arms, ammunition, and military supplies,”
there were just seven miles of ratlroad, from
Washington to Alexaudria, in the possession of
the United States Government. Before General
MeCallum closed his labors he had seized over
iwo thousand miles of track, employed at one
time twenty-five thousand men, built twenty-
six mwiles of teroporary and permanent bridges,
Juld and relald six hundred and forty-one miles
ol track, and di-bursged more than forty-iwo
milliona of dollarse. On General MeCallum’s
assumption of his duties, Mr, Stanton, with that
imperutiveness which rendered him so eflicient
a War Secretary in war times, gave him verbally
this Napoleonic order:—"[ shall expect you to
have on band, ay all times, the necessary men
and materials to enable you to comply promptly
wrih any order given—nor must t\.wre be any
fn lore.”
To comply with these exacting requirements
Gineral MeCallum organized a transportation
corps 1o control the movements of trains, and
maintain the rolling stock, and n construct'on
corps to lay, tear up, or repair ratlrond tracks,
build bridees, and burn them if necessary, In
the Department of the Mississippi hi® construe-
tion corps, five thonsand strong, was organize |
into six divisions, each a distinet body 1o itself,
provided with all necessary tools, camp equip-
age, and field transportation, and ready to move
unywhere on emergencys; his transportation
corps numbered twelve thousand men, Some
of the schievements of General MeCallum's do-
partment deserve to rank with the most re-
mirkable engineering feats of modern tmes,
The wonderful bridge over the Chattahooches,
seven hundred and eight teet long and ninety-
two feet high, was bullt by the construction
corpg in four and & half days; the bridge over
the Potomuoe creek, at Aqguia, four hundred and
fourteen feet long and eighty-two feet high., was
built rendy for trams to pass in lorty worklong
hours, .

In their leisure time this corps rebuilt the
Clinttanocoga rolling mille, which turned oot in
n lew montns nearly tour thovsand tons of rali-
roud iron for the Government, and were sold at
the end of the war for a hundred and seventy-
five thoosand dollars, With justidable pruf.,a
General MeCallum classes the attempt Lo supply
sherman's army of a hundred thonsand men,
aud sixty thousand horses and mules, from a
base thiee hundred and sixty miles distant,
over one line ol a single lvack, ns onc ol the
boldest idess ot the war, Whole corps, and even
armmes, were {tequently transpotted hundreds
of miles on the mere verbal orders of their com-
manders, In 1865 the 4th Army Corps were
transporied from East Teuncesee to Nashyille, a
distance of three hundred and sixty miles, with-
out delay or diffionlty—thia herculean task re-
quiting nearly tifteen bundred cara,

Nor were the services (hus rendered unat-
tended with danger. Guerillas and ralding par-
ties dogped the footsiepe of the UConstruction
Cirpa wherever they went. In the first six
months of 1865 one wrecking train picked up
and brovght Into Nasbyille sixteen wreckes

locomotives and nearly three hundred carloads
of wheels and bridge iron, the destructive handi-
work ot Rebel ralders. Hood was.a thorn in
MceCullum's side; but the damage he did was
repa‘red with wonderful celenty, In October,
1864, Hood, pussing 1ound sSherman’s army,
tore up thirty-tive miles of track and burned
four hundred and fifty feet of bridees between
Chat'ancoga and Alanta, The damage was
made good and the fine putin working order
agalo in thirteen days, Between Tunnel Hill
and Resaca twenty-tive miles of track and two
hundied and thirty feet of brideing were recon-
structed in seven l.i!l}ﬂ and a half.

General MeCallum’s report containg many
other faots ol equal interest with the loregoing.
Put into & more attractive and connected
shape, it would form an important contribution
to the history of the Great Rebellion. Were
General MeCallum an Englishman he would be
made a baronet, as Sir Morton Peto was for
similar services, Were he a Frenchman, the
ribbon of the Legion ol Honor would ungnes-
ticpably decorate bis bresst. As a citizen of
the great republic, he rests convent wilh i brevet
Brigadier-Generalship.

TERRIBLE FXPLOSION IN ST, LOUIS.

A Wood-Turning Factory Blown Up-
Seventeen Lives Lost,
81, Louis, Octoher 17.—A terrific boller ex-
plosion vocurred this morning, at the woud-
turning factory of Van Brock, on Fraanklin
svenue, by which the taclory itsell and an ad-
jacent twostory dwelling were destroyed. The
explosion shook the buildings in the vicinity
for the distance of several squares like un
earthquake, and the almosphere was filled
with gmoke and ashes. Pieces of the roiten,
spongy bovler were also thrown to & great dis
tance, Buildings & block off were pierced by
the fiving fragments, and a car half a block
irm the explosion was thrown from the track.
The scenes that ensued were horrible, Women
were rushing franheally about in search of their
husbands, sons, and relatives supposed to be
Burled in the roins, i
The police were active in keeping n rush of
speptators back, and the firemen were throwing
water npon the flames in the vain hope ol savinz
some of the sullerers, some of whom were being
ex ricated a8 fast a8 tne circumstances would
nllow. Some twenly-two men were st work in
the establisbment at the time of the explosion.
They were all buried in the ruins, The earriage
uid wagon factory of Mr, Edward Beersch, on
the west side, was also blown up, A pumber ol
mwen were sl work in it at the time. The pro-
prietor, Mr. Van Brock, escaped, ae did also his
cugineer; thongh the latter 15 this evening re-
ported in & dying condition. Thirleen bodies in
uil bave been taken Irom the ruins, In the
yard adjoining the premlses, about noon, thers
‘were four bodies barely recognizable, burnt to
cinders, This evening the force 1s stlil at work
removing rebbish. One woman had a narrow
cseape, being given up as lost, when fresh
eilorts were made and she was rescued. Toe
fire was extinguished short'y ufter 2 o'clock, bat
the firemen contipued playing on the rulns long
pter, This Is the most appalling calamity of
the kind that has ever befallen 8t. Louis.

Colored Jurymen in Boston.

The Boston Commonwealh says:—*'Itis aninte-
resting fact, and an evidence of the progress of
the age towards equal rights for all, white and
black, that in the Bupoerior Court of this county
for criminal bosiness there is, this lerm, one
colored juryman, and in the Saperior Court for
civil business, first seasion, one, and in the
sccond seaslon of the same court there are two,
No objection {8 made to them; but, on the con-
trary, it is sald they are an improvement ou
muny white persons heretofore fted for this
purpose. This s the trst term of these courts
where colored wen have been put on the juries,

Towmoxre, October 17.—The conflagration of

Bunday &t Quebec seems to he the only sabject
taiked of throughout the province, Several mjore
bodles have been found beneath the ruins, and
peveral persons are still missing, who, it is
fenred, bave been killed by the falling of ralters
while ntlemd)tln; Lo remove their properly.

At n meeting at the City Hall last -.-wn{n , in
Quebec, a very stormy discussion ensued in
regard 10 the political and religious faith of the
sufferers; but through the influeuce of several
influentisl gentlemen present quiciness was
restored, and subscription lists were handed
around 53 the members ol the Relief Committee,
when $18,000 was immedlately collected,

The me.ancholy loss of life and saffering of
these poor houseless creatures throws & dark
gloom over the whole country. The ruins are
visited by thousands, while here and there can
be seen men, women, and children groping their
way through the rubbish of their former homes,
and in other directions can be seen working
pariies in the melancholy duty of hunting for
the bodies ot their missin iends, Several
women, it s rumored, have died from exposure;
sudl, unless immedinte rolief is fornished( it is
fenred hundreds of women and cnlldren will
foilow,

The comm'tiee are doing everythineg in their
powerto provide food, clothine, and gholter for
the needy. The ladies of Quebsc are organiziog
spnitary socleties to prepare clothline, and attend
to the sick in the hospital, while otheis eontri-
bute from thelr private stores provisions for the
sulferers, One charitable gentleman is support-

THE MAINE SUILCIDE MYSTERY.
—
Discovery of the Skielleton of the Missing
G .
We find the following sad story in the Lewis.
ton (Me.) Jowrnal:—

It will be remembered that on May 234 last
Migs Greene, aged twenty-two years, daughter
ol Jonas Greene, of Peru, Oxford county, mys-
teriously lelt school at Kent's Hill, came to
Anburn, where she stopped a few hours at the
Elm Hou:e, and lefv In the mid-alternoon, ap-
parently in 1ears,

She was pext and last seen m a drog store in
this city, where she purchased two-and-a-hall
ounces ol eorrosive sublimate—a quantity suth-
cient to desiroy many lives. It was believel
ti at the vntortunate girl commitied suicide, and
tiligent search was made for her body in the
woode in this vicipity, and in the cansl and
nojoming towns., All efforts to disccver her
1 maina were, however, futile, and the sgonized
1v'ends of the missing girl gave up all bope ol
¢ er seeing her alve, and npearly all hope of
¢ «r discovering her remains,

Saturday morning, a4 O. Lewis and his brother
v ere hunting at White Oak Hill, Enst Aubarn,
they accldentally stumbled upon the remains of
s human body, in an advanced state ol decom-
position. There is no doubt it Is the body o/ the
n issing girl,

The head was supported on the right arm, the
lees were drawn up slightly, and all the desh
Lad disappesred, leaving & mere skeleton in
clothes, A black straw bat was lying near,
having probably been blown from the head,
pow a fleshless skull, whose lght hair was
strepming hither and thither over it in the
wind,

The body was clothed with a cotton dress
with & blue woollen border, 4 hoop skirt and
colton skirt, shoes and stockirgs, It was with-
out drawers, Oversher shoulders a checkered
chawl was hugeed tghtly, and beld around her
throat, ag though sbrinking from Lbe cold, and
rudeavoring to protect berself [rom it. The
w aler-proot cmat‘ was siretched on the rock
near by, wbich, 1t is believed, hal been blown
by the wind from her shoulders, The shoes and
stockings were in pertect preservation. Near
by was & retioule, in which were found a memo-
randum book, penholder and pen, au emoty
inkstand, hair brush, nail brusb, two szoiled
pocket handkerehiefs, a pair of new gloves, and
& brown veil,

Dr. Harrls was summoned before the remalns
were touched, and gave his opinion that the de-
censed probably survived from three 1o six
hours alter tuking poison, the probabllity that
she dled by poison being increased by the accl-
dental discovery of an apothecary’s circalar
near by, in which it is likely the poison had
been wrapped, Dr, Harrls thinks that the
position of the body indicates that the deceasod
died without areat suffering, as it was found in
the most easy and uatural, or reclining posture,

From the memorandum book and all other
i ticles in her possession, she had appurently
removed all positive testimony as to Ler iden-
tity, Beveral leaves were torn irom the memo-
rundum. Evidently they may have borne a
name she wished 1o concenl, Her desire to de-
s'roy her very name, was indicated by thn let-
ters she addressed Lo her school class, in which
she begged her clussmates to torget her,
